Limiting Filibusters Looms 


Fight on 

Senate Democrats say 
they can change rules 
without GOP support 

Washington 

A potentially bitter fight over Dem- 
ocratic efforts to curb filibusters is 
threatening to inflame partisan ten- 
sions in the Senate, even as Presi- 
dent Barack Obama and Republicans 
explore whether they can compro- 
mise on top-tier issues such as debt 
reduction and taxes. 

A potential showdown vote to limit 
Senate filibusters would not come 


until January. Democrats are threat- 
ening to resort to a seldom-used pro- 
cedure that could let them change 
the rules without GOP support, all 
but inviting Republican retaliation. 

Frustrated by the OOP’s grow- 
ing use of filibusters. Senate Major- 
ity Leader Harry Reid is consider- 
ing a Senate vote in the new year to 
limit their use. 

“I think that the rules have been 
abused and that we’re going to work 
to change them,” Reid, D-Nev., told 
reporters this past week. “We’re not 
going to do away with the filibuster, 
but we’re going to make the Sen- 
ate a more meaningful place, we’re 


Tiscal Cliff’ Ahead 

Filibusters are a procedural tactic 

that lets the minority party block bills 
that lack the support of at least 60 sen- 
ators. Democrats seem likely to com- 
mand a 55-45 majority in the new Sen- 
ate, making 60 a difficult hurdle. The 
fight over curbing filibusters is looming 
as President Barack Obama and GOP 
leaders prepare to hunt for compromise 
Tuesday on the “fiscal cliff" — the near- 
ly $700 billion worth of tax increases 
and spending cuts next year that auto- 
matically begin in January unless law- 
makers head them off. (ap)

Power Problems 
Linger in N.Y., N. J. 


Weeks after Sandy, 
thousands still wait 
for their electricity 

New York 

Utility companies in New York and 
New Jersey closed in on restoring 
power Sunday to the last of the 
8.5 million who lost it during the 
superstorm two weeks ago and a 
subsequent nor’easter, but tens of 
thousands of homes and businesses 
were too damaged to receive elec- 
tricity, and delays and a dearth of 
updates have angered residents and 
government officials alike. 

Power problems remained unre- 
solved on New York’s Long Island, 
where about 300 people protested 
Saturday at an office of the belea- 
guered Long Island Power Author- 
ity. About 130,000 of its customers 
still didn’t have power Sunday, LIPA 
said, not including the homes and 
businesses that were too damaged. 

“Each day you get a different 
answer from them,” Carrie Baram, 
56, said of LIPA. Monday will mark

Syrian Rebels Settle Unity Deal 


Under international 
pressure, opposition 
forms new coalition 

Doha, Qatar 

Syrian anti-government groups 
struck a deal Sunday under intense 
international pressure to form a 
new opposition leadership that 
will include representatives from 
the country’s disparate factions 
fighting to topple President Bashar 
Assad’s regime, activists said. 

The opposition has been deep- 
ly divided for months despite the 
relentless bloodshed in Syria and 
repeated calls from their Western 
and Arab supporters to create a 
cohesive and representative lead- 


ership that could present a sin- 
gle conduit for foreign aid. The 
agreement, reached Sunday after 
more than a week of meetings in 
the Qatari capital of Doha, could 
boost efforts to secure interna- 
tional support — and potentially 
weapons — that will be crucial in 
the war to oust Assad. 

“We have agreed on the broad 
platform and all [opposition] par- 
ties, without any exception, sup- 
port this initiative,” said Ali Sadr 
el-Din Bayanouni, who took part 
in the talks.

Who Is Paula Broadwell? 

Paula Broadwell is a 40-year-old graduate of the U.S. Military Academy 
at West Point and an Army Reserve officer. In 2008, while pursuing a 
doctorate, Broadwell decided to write a case study of Petraeus’ leader- 
ship style. Aides were stunned by the close access that Broadwell was 
granted. Her efforts led to a biography: “All In: The Education of Gen. 
David Petraeus," which she co-authored with Vernon Loeb, the local 
editor of The Washington Post. She is married with two young sons. 

DAVID PETRAEUS’ ASCENT 

Petraeus, a 1974 graduate of the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, 
joined the ranks of warrior diplomats by overseeing a rewrite of the 
Army’s counterinsurgency manual as America’s strategy in Iraq was 
adrift.

Lawmakers demand details about an FBI investigation into Petraeus’ affair

Members of Congress said Sunday 
they want to know more about the 
FBI investigation that revealed an 
extramarital affair between ex- 
CIA director David Petraeus and 
his biographer, questioning when 
the retired general popped up in 
the FBI inquiry, whether nation- 
al security was compromised and 
why they weren’t told sooner. 

“We received no advanced 
notice. It was like a lightning bolt,” 
said Democratic Sen.

The FBI was investigating 
harassing emails sent by Petrae- 
us biographer Paula Broadwell 
to a second woman. That probe 
of Broadwell’s emails revealed 
the affair between Broadwell and 
Petraeus. The FBI contacted Petrae- 
us and other officials, and Direc- 
tor of National Intelligence James 
Clapper asked Petraeus to resign. 

Petraeus resigned while law- 
makers still had questions about 
the Sept. 11 attack on the U.S. Con- 
sulate and CIA base in Benghazi,

Operating a bus in parts of the 
District can be hazardous, and the 
latest example came Friday night 
when a driver who had just fin- 
ished work was struck by a bullet. 

The off-duty driver was hit near 
the Anacostia Metro station, a ter- 
minus for several bus routes. As 
the driver was walking on How- 
ard Road SE about 9 p.m., a shot 
was fired during a dispute among 


youths, Metro spokesman Dan Stes- 
sel said. The bus operator, who was 
not believed to be the target, was hit 
in the leg. The wound was not con- 
sidered life-threatening, Stessel said. 

He said authorities believed 
that the shot came from Shannon 
Place, which intersects Howard 
Road near the station. No infor- 
mation was available about any 
possible arrests. 

Rocks have been thrown at 
buses in parts of the region for 


years, but Metro has said the prob- 
lem is particularly acute in parts 
of Southeast Washington. 

Attention has recently been 
focused on incidents in the neigh- 
borhood around Robinson Place, 
less than a mile south of the Ana- 
costia station.

President highlights

Arlington 

President Barack Obama paid trib- 
ute at a Veterans Day ceremony at 
Arlington National Cemetery to 
“the heroes over the generations 
who have served this country of 
ours with distinction ” 

He said the wreath he laid ear- 
lier at Tomb of the Unknowns was 
intended to remember every service 
member who has worn a uniform 
and served the nation. 

In a speech at the Memorial 


Amphitheater during the brisk, 
sunny morning, Obama said Amer- 
ica will never forget the sacrifice 
made by its veterans and their 
families. 

“No ceremony or parade, no hug 
or handshake is enough to truly 
honor that service,” the president 
said, adding that the country must 
commit every day “to serving you 
as well as you’ve served us.” 

He spoke of the Sept. 11 gener- 
ation, “who stepped forward when 
the Towers fell, and in the years 
since have stepped into history, 
writing one of the greatest chap- 
ters in military service our country 
has ever known. You’ve toppled a 
dictator and battled an insurgency

in Iraq. You pushed back the Tal- 
iban and decimated al- Qaeda in 
Afghanistan.

Restaurants in the Montgomery 
County town of Damascus are get- 
ting ready to sell wine and beer.

Not Your Typical Offense

wonders if Redskins 
are misusing RGIII 

The Redskins 

Washington Redskins coach Mike 
Shanahan and his son, offensive 
coordinator Kyle Shanahan, have 
been widely praised this season for 
their handling of rookie quarter- 
back Robert Griffin III. 

The Shanahans crafted an 
offensive system for Griffin that 
is a blend of elements more com- 
monly seen in the college game — 
such as the spread offense, the pis- 
tol formation and the triple option 
— along with more convention- 
al NFL components, like the West 
Coast passing game and the zone- 
blocking scheme for the running 
game utilized for years by teams 
coached by Mike Shanahan. 

Former NFL quarterback Tim 
Hasselbeck said Friday that what 
the Redskins are doing with Grif- 


fin generally has worked. But Has- 
selbeck, now an NFL analyst for 
ESPN, also said he has begun to 
wonder if the Redskins are over- 
emphasizing the college-style ele- 
ments of their offense and thus 
failing to take full advantage of 
Griffin’s accuracy as a passer. 

“We’ve gotten to the point 


where you have to wonder about 
the direction of the offense,” Has- 
selbeck said. “They have all these 
atypical NFL concepts. They like 
to repeat concepts. But when you 
do that, you’re not stretching the 
field. You’re not making the defense 
defend the entire field. One of 
the reasons it works in college is 


because the first guy gets open. 
But when the first guy is not open 
in the NFL, you have to be able to 
get to the next guy.” 

Hasselbeck said he wonders 
if the college-style elements to 
the offense are limiting Griffin’s 
passing by not giving him enough 
receiving options on many plays 
and not forcing opposing defens- 
es to defend the entire field. 

Griffin and the Redskins have 
been highly productive on offense 
for most of the season. The Red- 
skins are ranked second in the NFL 
in rushing offense and seventh in 
the league in total offense, based 
on yards gained. They’re 10th in 
the league in scoring offense. Grif- 
fin has become one of the sport’s 
most popular players and is the 
league’s lOth-rated passer. 

But the offense has had a 
tougher time lately. They’re on 
a three-game losing streak and 
are 3-6 at their bye week, in last 
place in the NFC East, mark maske

Ravens Obliterate Raiders, 55-20 


Flacco has huge day; 
team sets franchise 
scoring record in win 

NFL 

Joe Flacco led a record-setting day 
for the Baltimore Ravens, who 
scored touchdowns at a dizzying 
rate in several different ways. 

Flacco threw for 341 yards and 
three scores, and Baltimore set a 
club mark for points in a 55-20 rout 
of the Oakland Raiders on Sunday. 

The Ravens (7-2) scored on six 
of their first seven possessions 
against the struggling Raiders 
(3-6), who have yielded at least 
40 points in two straight games 
for the first time since 1962. The 
55 points tied an Oakland record 
for points allowed, set in 1961 and 
matched in 1981. 



Ravens QB Joe Flacco threw for 341 
yards and three touchdowns in the win. 


Baltimore led 27-10 at halftime. 
In the third quarter, Flacco threw 
touchdown passes of 47 and 20 
yards to Torrey Smith, and hold- 
er Sam Koch scored on a fake field 
goal to make it 48-17. 

In the fourth quarter, Jacoby 


Jones took a kickoff 105 yards for 
a 55-20 lead. Baltimore’s previous 
record for points in a game was 48, 
against Detroit in December 2009. 

It was a rare blowout for the 
AFC North-leading Ravens, who 
won their previous five games by 
a total of 23 points. Baltimore has 
15 straight home wins, the longest 
current streak in the NFL. 

Carson Palmer went 29 for 
45 for 368 yards and two touch- 
downs for Oakland. Playing with- 
out injured running backs Darren 
McFadden and Mike Goodson, the 
Raiders gained only 72 yards on 
the ground. 

Baltimore didn’t punt until 
the third quarter, and even that 
turned out well. Phillip Adams 
fumbled, the Ravens recovered 
the ball and Flacco promptly 
threw a touchdown pass to Smith.

‘CaLLofDuty: Black Ops II’ 
flashes forward in a risky 
move for the franchise 


Video Games 

When the latest installment in the wildly 
popular “Call of Duty” video game fran- 
chise is released Tuesday, it will transport 
fans to a completely new place: the future. 
Setting half of “Call of Duty: Black Ops 11” 
in the year 2025 could be the riskiest gam- 
bit yet for the shoot-’em-up series known 
for its relentless past-and-present realism. 

“Black Ops 11” (for Playstation 3, Xbox 
360, PC and, in December, Wii U) flip-flops 
between the clandestine Cold War of yes- 
teryear and a cutthroat conflict in the near 
future where cyber-terrorism, drones and 
souped-up rifles that can peek through walls 
serve as everyday instruments of warfare. 
It’s a bold leap for a franchise that’s spent 
the past nine years firmly rooted in an 
unflinching, albeit “Rambo”-esque, reality. 

“The new setting gave everyone in the 
studio a creative freedom we didn’t have 
before,” says Mark Lamia, head of “Black 
Ops” developer Treyarch. “We want our 
games to have that plausible, grounded 
feeling, but make no mistake: We’ll err 
on the side of entertainment every time. 
It is a game [and] the game has to be fun.” 

The flash-forward won’t merely affect 
the story-driven, single-player campaign. 
Robotic tanks, electrifying grenades, fly- 
ing drones and other high-tech doodads 
are being added to the arsenals of “Black 
Ops” soldiers. The change will undoubt- 
edly alter the landscape of the multiplay- 
er mode, the franchise’s addictive feature 
that keeps gamers coming back. 

Despite the fact the “Call of Dut)^” series 
began as a World War II shooter before

gaining unprecedented success when it 
morphed into a modern-day interactive 
action flick, the developers at Treyarch 
aren’t fearful of alienating the legions of 
die-hard fans who helped make “Call of 
Duty” the most unstoppable force in the 
gaming world. (Last year’s “Call of Duty: 
Modern Warfare 3” shattered entertain- 
ment industry records by selling 6.5 mil- 
lion copies and earning more than $400 
million within 24 hours.) 

The game-makers enlisted military ana- 


lyst and “Wired for War” author Peter W. 
Singer to serve as an overseer who could 
guide the developers away from simply 
creating science fiction. The first rule? No 
laser guns, at least not in the hands of sol- 
diers. Another real-world flourish includ- 
ed casting China as a geopolitical super- 
power opposite the United States. 

To maintain the cinematic sensation of 
earlier games, “Dark Knight Rises” screen- 
writer David S. Coyer helped guide the story. 

Coyer recommended that developers 
create a “Call of Duty” game with a branch- 
ing narrative, one that shifts and changes 
depending on players’ actions — including 
having multiple endings — a franchise first. 

“Obviously, the ‘Call of Duty’ franchise 
is hugely successful, but franchises can only 
remain successful if you keep innovating,” 
Coyer says. “No franchise can last forev- 
er.” DERRIK J. LANG (AP)
